To  His  Excellency,  Thomas  J.  Jarvis, 

Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief: 

Sir:-^I  have  the  honor  of  making  the  following  report 
from  this  department  for  the  year  1879 : 

During  the  past  year  the  State  Guard  increased  in  num- 
bers from  2,294  to  2,534.  The  Third  Regiment  of  Infantry 
was  organized,  armed  and  equipped. 

Two  new  Companies  were  added  to  the  Second  Battalion 
of  Infantry.  One  c«ivalry  compauy  was  formed  and  sup- 
plied with  sabres. 

Several  companies  of  infantry  disbanded.  They  were  all 
new  companies,  except  one,  the  "Iredell  Blues,"  which  is 
reorganizing.  The  main  cause  of  the  failure  of  these  or- 
ganizations was  the  inability  t©  procure  unifonns. 

The  effective  strength  of  the  Guard  to  day  is  2,534  men, 
armed  for  the  most  part  m^ith  breech-loading  Springfield 
Rifles,  Calibre  .45,  of  the  same  pattern  as  those  in  use  by  the 
regular  army.  It  consists  of  three  regiments  of  infantry, 
one  white  battalion  and  two  colored  battalions  of  infantry, 
two  batteries  of  artillery  and  one  company  of  cavalry. 

The  condition  of  tlie  State  Guard  is  not  satisfactory,  but 
it  is  quite  as  good  as  oan  be  expected,  under  existing  cir- 
cumstances. It  needs  public  aid.  Without  assistance  from 
the  government,  it  can  never  reach  that  standard  of  effi- 
ciency and  excellence  so  much  to  be  desired,  and  which  it 
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could  so  easily  attain  did  it  receive  of  the  support  given  to 
similar  organizations  in  other  States. 

For  the  greater  part  of  the  year  I  was  physically  disabled 
from  performing  the  active  duties  imposed  upon  me. 

Information  in  detail  will  be  found  in  the  several  ap- 
pendices, of  the  Register  of  the  Military  forces  of  the  State, 
abstract  of  the  Muster  Rolls  for  1879,  statement  of  the  re- 
ceipts and  issues  of  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores,  and  gen- 
eral orders  issued  during  the  year  1879.
